Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues limitations which have not been 
entered (e.g. claim 17). Moreover, the Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's interpetation of the security layer disclosed by the 
Teagarden reference. Teagarden discloses that that the security includes a plurality of technological schemes which prevent 
unauthorized access to the central computer. According to the Teagarden, the security layer may, in fact, be system-wide to include all 
workstations. (Col. 14, lines 8-16). 
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
